This summary contains information regarding the Police Department's 
operations in 1967, and some comparisons with the work performance of 

1966. 

A review of records furnished the FBI for the Uniform Crime Reports 
reflects that in 1967, the Index Crimes of murder, rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, larceny over $50 and auto theft in- 
creased by 653 offenses, or 21.27=. Volumes in each of these indi- 
vidual categories increased over 1966. 

With reference to the percentage of Index. Crimes cleared in 1967, 
compared with 1966, an increase (percentage wise) took place in the 
categories of murder, rape and robbery. A decrease in the percentage 
cleared was observed in the categories of aggravated assault, burglary, 

larceny over $50 and auto theft. 

In comparing the traffic picture, only 15 people were injured fatally 
in 1967, compared with 18 in 1966. The number of accidents investigated 
in 1967 was 4,426 - an increase of 157 or 3,7% over 1966. Eighty-seven 
more persons were injured in 1967 and arrests for hazardous violations 
decreased by 3,943 or 37.5%. The total estimated property damage as a 
result of accidents is $1,341,093.00, an increase of 15.67. over 1966. 

The value of property stolen was $862,047.55; the value of property 
recovered was $389,662.12, or 45.27. of the total.
